Some of them had 
been told that they cauld not market 
any grain until the wheat pool was 
in @peration and as they had to 
have money at once they had to 
market some grain before the wheat 
pool was in operation, consequently 
they thought they had to witdraw 
their contracts. 

The officials of thea pool informed 
theses farmers that the fact that they 
members of the pool did not 
stop them from selling their wheat 
in any way they liked until the pool}
